IN NORTHERN TRAVEL 


Returning Officer and His Daputy had Hard Travelling in the 
Peace River Constituency, but Reached Their 
Destinations Ahead of Time. 


George E. McLeod, returning officer 
for Peace Kiver, and F. S. Lawrence, 
who acted as deputy returning officer, 


and poll clerk at Fort Vermilion, ar- 


rived down from the north accompanied 
by the member-elect T. Brick 
on Wednesday evening and have since 
been busy compiling their returns and 
statements to the Government, setting 
cut the particulars of the election. Yes- 
terday they gave the Bulletin an ac 
eount of their trip and the experiences 
they had while arranging to give the 
people of Peace River representation in 
the provincial legislature. 


There can be no question this time 
about the legality of the election, as 
Mr. McLeod and Mr. Lawrence both 


made record trips to the places which 
they were required to reach in order 
to comply with the dates of the elec- 
tion, and in each case they had time to 
spare. Mr. Lawrence made the fastest 
time that was ever made between Ed- 
monton and Fort Vermilion, covering 
the entire distance @ seven 
hundred miles in eleven days and four 
hours traveliing time. On the Peace 
from Peace River Crossing, to Fort 
Vermilion, three hundred miles, Mr. 
Lawrence made the distance with dog 
trains in five days travelling. 

George McLeod .drove the same team 
fram Edmenton to Grand Prairie via 
Peace River crossing, a distance, going 
and coming, cf 1100 miles, and when 
they got to Athabasca Landing, road, 
the team was sent back from tha half 
wey house to bring along north the 
mail on the next stage. 

According to the official log of their 
trip, Mr. McLeod and Mr. Lawrence 
leit Edmonton on the morning on which 
the writs were issued, January 25th,

and driving steadily without any stop- 
overs they arrived at Peace. River 
Crossing, the place of nomination in 
six days and four hours, January 2. 
As the nominations were not called for 
until the 6th, they had four daya to 
spare there. 


On the morning of the 6th, as soon 
as the nominations had been made, Mr. 
McLeod and Mr. Lawrence separated, 
Mr. McLeod going up the river to 
Grand Prairie and intermediate points, 
and Mr. Lawrence going down the riv- 
er to Vermilion and intermediate poll- 
ing piaces. Polls were established at 
eight places, Peace River Crossing, 
Smoky River settlement, Spirit River 
and Grand Prairie, up the river in the 
territory covered by George McLeod 
and Little Prairie, Battle River, Kar- 
kajo Point and Fort Vermilion on the 
down river end of the dvision in the 
territory covered by Mr. Lawrence. 


Mr. Lawrence travelled with dogs and 
made his end of the trip, as’ before stat- 
ed, im five days’ travelling, but stayed 
over one day at Karkajo Point to es- 
tablish a poll there, which brought 
him to Vermilion on the 12th, three 
days before the election. \ 

On the other end of the trip, George 
McLeod ieft on the morning after the 
nomination, February 7, and reached 
Grand Prairie on the same day as Mr. 
Lawrence reached Vermilion, the 12th, 
the two being nearly 500 miles‘apart on 
the day of election, February 15. 


On tne return trip, Mr. McLeod left 
Grand Prairie on the 16th of February. 
and Mr. Lawrence left Fort Vermilion 

on the 17th, both arr_ving at Peac2 Riv 
er Crossing in time to count there on 
the 24th. if

T. P, AGREEMENT 


Former Agreement With City Will be Fulfilled if Surveys are 
Satisfactory 


(Special to the Bulletin) 
Ottawa, Mar. 8.—Mayor May, Alder- 
man Gr.esb-ch a-d N. D. B ck, vity g 1- 

icitor for Edmonton, have reached Ot- 
tawa after a visit to Montreal in con- 
nection with the arrangement which 
was made in 1904 between the city and 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Com- 
pany and ratified by the ratepayers. 
They had a very satisfactory interview 
with Mr. Morse, and arranged all de- 
tails on an agreement which is sub- 
stantially the same as the one negotiat- 
ed by Messrs. Short and McDougall. 
Morse is prepared to give effect to the 
agreement subject to the result of al- 
ternative surveys which are now in 
progress by the Company and which 
will be completed within a very short 
time. 


The foregoing dispatch indi:ates that 
if the surveys are aatisfactory, the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway will cross 
the Saskatchewan at Clover Bar, enter 
the city from east to west im some such 
manner as does the Canadian -Northern. 
An agreement “gubstantially the same’ 
as the one negotiated by Ex-Mayor 
Short and John A. McDougall with j 
Frank W. Morse in 1904 permits of no 
other interpretation. 

The only question that remains is 
as to the alternative surveys. That is 
to say, whether the G. T. P. will come 
in to the north or south of the Cana- 
adian Northern. 

In the original agreement it was pro- 
vided that the city should give the G. 
T. P. entry over the same ground as 
the Canadian Northern, but it was 
found later that this was impossible 
as the legal interpretation of ths city’s 
agreement with the c. N. R. would 
not permit them to do anything of the 


kind. 


The city was also to give to ths G. 
T. P. the roadway of Mackenzie avenue, 
but this was aiso blocked by the C. 
N, R. Co’s protest that they were given 
their present site with the understand- 
ing that there was a street on the 
south side of it and that if the city 
closed the street and made it the yard 
of a rival company, it failed in 
ita agreement with the ©. N. R.. 

Failing this there was an alternative 
that the G. T. P. might Iceate immedi- 
ately north of the C. N. Ror at Rat 
Creek, providing always that the sta- 
tion should be on Firat street. 

As the nronosition has worked out 
since then, the land immediately to the 
north of the C. N. R. has been madz 
pract:cally impegsibie as a railway ter- 
minal owing to the fact that it has been 
surveyed and put on the market as 
town lots and is now held at high 
prices. If the city and the company 
are to arrive at an underatanding cn 
lines substantially the same ag laid 
down in the original agreement the Rat 
Creek proposition is now the oniy al- 
ternative containel in the sgreemen: 
that is now workable.

“Levels have not yet been taken righi 
to the north and west limits in order 
to ascertain, the required inclination 
upon which the size of sewer depends 
<0 a correct estimate of cost cannot 
be given until that is done, which will 
pe immediately, but it is clear that 
the sewer to drain a territory of over 
3000 acres is a much greater undertak- 
ing than for 1500 acres.

WORK-OF THE 
| BOARD OF TRADE 


Committee on New Enterprises Wiil 


Have Heavy Program 


The chairmen of the various commit- 
tees under the new organization of the 
board of trade are entering actively 
upon their duties and responsibilities. 
The various standing committees have 
now been filled. All ornamental fea- 
tures have been eliminated, and the 
committees are composed of business 
or professional men from whom ener- 
getic and intelligent service may be 
expected, and 1906 is likely to be the 
most active in the history of the board. 

Under the fuller organization now 
existing, a wider and more effective 
program can be carried out than was 
possible in 1905, when practically all 
branches of the work were left in the 
hands of the secretary. A 

The most imgortant work to be un- 
dertaken by the board in 1906 wiil 
probably be that of the “Committee for 
the Promotion of New Industries and 
Commercial Enterprises.’’, who, as the 
name implies, have been made particu- 
larly responsible for the interesting of 
capital in the opportunities and advan- 
tages offered by Edmonton, particularly 
for the Gevelopment of our great natur- 
al resources by the establishment of 
new industrial enterprises. This com- 
mittee is under the chairmanship of 
Mr. John A. McDougall, who has assoc- 
iated with him ten of our most active 
and progressive business men. The 
great desirability of work along this 
line is obvious, and it is hoped tiis 


couragement from both the other mem- 
bers of the board of trade, and from 
the city council. A city which grows 
ug without an adequate proportion of 
Incustrial activity can have at beat dut 
a lop-sided prosperity. If the inaustriai 
development is secured, commercial ex- 
pansion will follow as a matter of 
CCurse. 

While “publicity” work may not be 
quite such a prominent feature in the 
board's work as it was in 1905, there 
is much to be accomplished in this line. 


So much was accomplished in tris de- 
partment last year that it is feit 
that to reap the full. benefit of last 


year’s efforts the work must be follow- 
€d up along somewhat similar linés. 


Last year much was done to create | 


an interest in Edmonton and the Ed- 
monton district. It was not by acci- 
dent that influential papers had so 
nuch to say about Edmonton, and the 
ton district. This is in a large 
measure attributable to the publicity 
program carried out by the board of 
trade. Many articles descriptive of the 


city and district were sent to and 
published by outside journals; much 
information was supplied to editors of 
others; photographs of Edmonion scenes 
were sent out and reproduced in many 
influential journals; scores of corres- 
pondents of leading papers were shown 
about, and careful efforts were made 


‘to impress upon them the attraciions 


and advantages of the city and dis- 
trict; and practically every traveller 
of any probable influence was taken 
in hand by some member of the board 
and it was seen to that when he wrote 
or talked about the Canadian West. 
Edmunton would be likely to receive 
due prominence. Thousands of people 
who would be valuable additions to the 
community were just started. to think 
about the district last year, and are 
now in a receptive mood; and if the 
j advantage cf previous work is not to 
go to other sections, now commencing 
energetic publicity campaigns, the 
work already done must be followed 
up, and possibly enlarged and improv- 
ed upon by the committee of the board 
now associated with the secretary in 
this work. 

The work of this conimittee, will nec- 
essarily be of great assistance to the 
committee to promote new industries, 
and the two bodies will no doubt work 
to a large extent in harmony. In or- 
der to carry out the program, these 
comnuiittees have in view, considerable 
financial resources will be necessary, 
and a spevial committee has that phase 
of the question in hand. While it is 
not proposed to spend anything like 
the amount our neighbors to the south 
are arranging to expend for similar ob- 
jects, it is probable that a consider- 
abie increase over last year’s resources 
will be necessary. In view of the ex- 
-traordinary good value obtained last 
year, there should be no difficulty in 
| obtaining a liberal grant from the city 
council for the purposes of the board.
